Police said late Saturday that two of the five Occupy Portland protesters are handcuffed to a 
piece of medal Inside the barrel in Terry Schrunk Plaza, which is federal property. At one 
point during the night, eleven people linked themselves together and to the men in handcuffs 
by using U-shaped bike locks. Five remained locked up midday Sunday. 

Portland police spokesman Pete Simpson told The Oregonian on Sunday morning that the Federal 
Protective Services had decided to let the protesters occupy Schrunk Plaza, a federal park, 
for the time being.

Apologies for interrupting your Sunday, but I've received a couple of calls from Portland 
media outlets about a group of 11 protesters who again set up camp at Terry Schrunk Plaza in 
Portland last night. They have chained themselves to each other and to a large drum filled 
with concrete. GSA controls the permits and has asked FPS not to enforce the curfew at the 
park and the prohibition on overnight encampments. Reporters are asking if FPS will be 
arresting folks as they did last week. Portland PO is telling reporters it's FPS ' decision 
(though the jurisdiction over the park is jointly shared by FPS, the City of Portland and the 
State of Oregon.) 

I've spoken to the FPS CDR on the ground and he says they are standing down and following 
GSA's request to only intervene if there is a threat to public safety until they here 
otherwise from DHS.

SITUATION: Oakland Police Department (OPD) expects a large number of mostly peaceful 
protesters to picket the Port of Oakland prior to the start of tonight's 02 Nov night shift, 
starting as early as 1700 PDT. 

ACTIONS TAKEN: CG employees at the Ronald V. Delimits Federal building in Oakland have been 
advised to telecommute when possible, in an attempt to avoid conflict with the General Strike 
demonstrators located outside the building. Base Support Unit Alameda has set up 30 
workstations on CG Island for use by CG employees affected by the demonstration. 

FUTURE PLANS: OPD and Alameda County Sheriff will have boats available for officer transport 
to the port if required, and Sector San Francisco is standing by to assist them with 
incidents, The impact to the port is expected to be minimal: no shipments are scheduled to 
enter port tonight.

Apologies for interrupting your Sunday, but I've received a couple of calls from Portland 
media outlets about a group of 11 protesters who again set up camp at Terry Schrunk Plaza in 
Portland last night. They have chained themselves to each other and to a large drum filled 
with concrete. GSA controls the permits and has asked FPS not to enforce the curfew at the 
park and the prohibition on overnight encampments. Reporters are asking if FPS will be 
arresting folks as they did last week. Portland PD is telling reporters it's FPS* decision 
(though the jurisdiction over the park is jointly shared by FPS, the City of Portland and the 
State of Oregon.)

AP: 5 protesters remain locked to barrel, each other at Occupy Portland 

Portland, Ore. - Five protesters remain chained to each other and a 50-gallon drum filled 
with rocks and concrete at a downtown Portland plaza. 

Police said late Saturday that two of the five Occupy Portland protesters are handcuffed to a 
piece of medal inside the barrel in Terry Schrunk Plaza, which is federal property. At one 
point during the night, eleven people linked themselves together and to the men in handcuffs 
by using U-shaped bike locks. Five remained locked up midday Sunday. 

Portland police spokesman Pete Simpson told The Oregonian on Sunday morning that the Federal 
Protective Services had decided to let the protesters occupy Schrunk Plaza, a federal park, 
for the time being. 



KGW: 'Occupy' protesters chain up at Schrunk Plaza 



PORTLAND - Some members of the "Occupy Portland" movement moved into Schrunk Plaza Saturday 
night and chained themselves to a barrel of cement. 

So far, federal authorities haven't tried to force out the seven individuals. 



They spent the night there with temperatures dipping into the mid 30' s - and even set up a 
couple of tents. 

The protesters said it was is in direct repsonse to arrests of "Occupy" protesters around the 
country. 



Schrunk Plaza is policed by the Federal Protective Services. 
Last Tuesday, officers they arrested 10 occupy protesters here. 
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Meanwhile, protesters calling themselves "the Real Occupy Portland" claimed responsibility 
for vandalism at two banks on Northeast Sandy Boulevard on Saturday.

After a cold night chained to a 50-gallon drum filled with concrete, five protesters remained 
bound together at Terry Schrunk Plaza Sunday morning after starting Saturday night with 11 
linked together with bike locks . 

"It wasn't cold," said Cameron Whitten, 20. "There were a lot of people here to make sure 
our needs were met. It felt amazing just to stay in this space and send a message of 
importance to the public." 

Whitten said he saw federal law enforcement officers conferring with Portland police, but 
that only local officers chatted with the protesters and did "a few surveys."

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Apologies for interrupting your Sunday, but I've received a couple of calls from Portland 
media outlets about a group of 11 protesters who again set up camp at Terry Schrunk Plaza in 
Portland last night. They have chained themselves to each other and to a large drum filled 
with concrete. GSA controls the permits and has asked FPS not to enforce the curfew at the 
park and the prohibition on overnight encampments. Reporters are asking if FPS will be 
arresting folks as they did last week. Portland PD is telling reporters it's FPS ' decision 
(though the jurisdiction over the park is jointly shared by FPS, the City of Portland and the 
State of Oregon.) 

I've spoken to the FPS CDR on the ground and he says they are standing down and following 

GSA's request to only intervene if there is a threat to public safety until they here 
otherwise from DHS. 

Looping you in as this seems to be an operational question more that a comms question. 
Obviously, any decision on posture towards protesters setting up camp in federal parks will 
have ramifications for Occupy Portland and for protests in other cities. Please advise.
